She immediately fled, she declared, 
and another stranger entered the house 
and cut her husband’s throat. 

The State succeeded in fixing the 
crime upon Mrs. Morgan, a woman tes- 
tifying that she had said four or five 
days before the murder, that ber has- 
band would be dead in six days.

Leading a Hermit’s Life with Rattlers as 
Her Only Companivas. 

Martha Ann Tillsor, the singular 
character who died at Salem, Ind., re- 
cently, was known as the “Snake Wom- 
an.” Many were the stories afloat 
about her during her lifetime, as she 
would associate with noone. Sh lived 
in a little cabin at the fvot of ‘i welve 
O’elock Knob, and led a hermit’s life, 
having no one to share her abode except 
snakes. By the few who were ever al- 
lowed to see the interior of her cabin it 
is said to have literally swarmed with 
her strangepompanions, with which she 
ate and slept, and Which were to be 
seen lying im her bosom and coiled 
about her neck, body and limbs when- 
ever she was caught sight of. 

Her extraordinary predilection for 
these unpleasant creatures is supposed 
to have arisen from a morbid feeiing 
that she was, like them, hated of men; 
for, naturally deformed, she received in 
uddition an injury to the spine while an 
infant, and, though perfectly sound of 
mind, was of so sensitive a nature as to 
render her miserable and uneasy in the 
presence of any but her parents, as she 
imagined herself an object of loathing 
and hatred to them. This she seemed 
to feel while still a little child, for her 
peculiar friendehip began then. 

She was observed to steal away every 
day with a pan of milk, and on being 
followed was found to be caressing a 
dozen or so hideous rattlesnakes, while 
they drank from the vessel which she 
held in her lap. Horrified, her parents 
tried to reason with her, then to pun- 
ish, and finally to confine her in an en- 
deavor to break her of her fondness for 
the reptiles, but she pined so for her 


pets that they feared she would die if | 
kept from them. She evinced even | 


stronger distaste for human society as 
she grew older, and, since the death of 
her parents, bas withdrawn entirely 
from any association with her kind, liv- 
ing wholly on the product of a smal 
garden cultivated by herself and of hal. 
a dozen chickens, which the snakes 
seemed to know were not legitimate 
prey, and left unmolested. 

She was a little, fair woman of about 
forty-five, with sandy hair, very abun- 
dant and long, which she wore in a num- 
ber of tight plaits, which, combined 
with her deformity and the odd, miscel- 
laneous style of dressing, the result of 
her refusal to hold any commun.ca-o0n 
with a fellow-being, served to make her, 
a most remarkable-looking object. She 
was looked upon as a witéh by the ne- 
groes about, who declared her to be pos- 
sessed of the evil eye, and hated and 
feared her accordingly, though her life 
was @ most harmless, quiet one. 

She had been dead some days when 
discovered, and her dead body was liter- 
ally covered with a writhing mass of 
snakes, which had to be kilied before it 
could be removed, for the reptiles turned 
viciously on all approaching the re- 
mains. On her heart was found coiled 
a large rattlesnake, dead. 

The inquest proved that the woman's 
was a natural death, and it is probabic 
that the snake died of grief for its mis- 
tress.

cerned. 

Apropos of the above is a bit of ex- 
perience gained some years since by 
one of the older teachers that may 
serve to point a moral, perhaps. 


THE TEACHER'S REWARD. 


Some years since a certain teacher 
in a town not far from Virginia num- 
bered among her pupils a young girl 
of French and Irish parentage, good- 


looking above the average, but shal- 
low-minded, vain and fond of admira- 
tion. She was a source of constant 
watchfulmess and anxiety to her 
father, ber mother having died in her 
infancy. Knowing these things, the 
teacher became especially interested 
in the girl, and gave ber much wise 
cou and advice. In the course of 
time the teacher left the school, mar- 
ried, and naturally lost sight of the 
pupil, now developed into womanhood. 
until the latter was brouzht to her 
mind through the tragic death of her 
father and of others in a burning mine, 
caused, itis said, by the waywardness 
of the girl. The father, having spent 
several nights in search of uer, was 
worn out, and slept at his post ic the 
mine, fire and fearful death being the 
result. 

“Not long after the ex-teacher and 
ex-pupil, meeting in a public convey- 
ance, the former ignoring the unpleas- 
ant things said, chatted kindly with 
the latter, their conversation at length 
turning on their old school days to- 
gether. After a little a bright thought 
seemed to strike the young woman, 
and she spoke up with great anima- 
tion : 

‘‘Oh, Mrs. Blank, there are some 
things vou taught me I shall never 
forget.’’ 

** Now, perhaps, my teachings were 
not all in vain,’’ thonght the teacher, 
eager to know, and glad if she had 
been able to do anv good, and feeling 
that she was about to receive some 
reward for the same. 

‘* Yes, indeed.”’ continued the girl, 
**] shall never forget that vou taught 
me to put my pins in so that they 
wouldn’t show, and to wear only one 
color in ribbons at a time ”’ 

Of all the teaching and counsel she 
had received these were all she re- 
menbered. Is it any wonder that the 
teacher’s spirita ell to zero, or that in 
after years as a teacher she sometimes 
thought of this circumstance, and al- 
most became weary in well-doing?

“Are the streets in their cities laid 


out in similarity with ours?” 
*Yes,in much the same style, and 


each is named after a favorite god or |. 


deified great man. ~The houses of the 
majority of the people are but one 


story in height and are constructed of | 
bamboo poles. fastened together, sur- | 


mounted by a thatched roof. There are 
no walls, the Japanese paper, which 


serves the double purpose of providing 


shelter and light, being substituted. 
Glass windows and shingled roofs may 
be seen on some few houses. All views 
from the Huse open upon the garden, 
the street being entirely closed up. The 
Japanese will have his garden if it is 
but half the size of an ordinary billiard 
table. The love of the beautifal in 
nature and art is inherent with the 
whole race—absolutely a part of their 
existence. On all sides of the house 
are built porches, ip being the especial 
delight of the Japanese to live in the 
open air as much as possible. Rich 
foliave and flowers may be seen in 
these gardens. The chrysanthemum is 
the impe-ial flower, but the cherry blos- 
som is the most popular with the people. 

‘Japan is populated with an azgre- 
gate ©. $8,000,000 souls,a martial race 
that has never yet been invaded. The 

vie are resolute, full of courage, and 
are very patriotic. Since the revolution 
of 1868 they bave had a constitutional 
government. The Mikado is the nom- 
inal ruler, his powers being limited by 
a body of men divided into two 
branches, which corresponds to our 
Senate and: House of Representatives. 
Their form of government is even more 
liberal than that of Great Britain. 

“There are fewer social distinctions 
there than in othercountries, the people 
living upon terms of equality. The 
men have adopted the regulation En- 
glish dress, wherein I think they made 
a mistake, because their own peculiar 
costume is much prettier, lighter and 
more comfortabie, allowing greater 
freedom to the movements of the body. 
I noticed that, although they wear the 
European costumes in the daytime. they 
discard itanddon their own attire in 
the evening. The women have refused 
to adopt tne aress or tne English and 
American ladies and cling to the gar- 
ments they have been accustomed to 
wear, although the court ladies wear 
the French costumes.” 

“Are the people possessed of abun- 
dant educational facilities?” 

“They are, indeed—the men, 1 mean, 
for the women are notallowed the ad- 
vantages of acquirement of knowledge. 
They are beautiful and virtuous and 
make excellent mothers, but are looked 
upon asinferiors. I said to the Japan- 
ese: ‘Your greatest ambition is to reach 
a point where you can be considered the 
equals of the Europeans, but you can 
never attain that end until you alter 
your treatment of your women, educaté 
them, refine them and consider them as 
good 3s yourselves.’ < 

‘The Japanpse are very receptive and 
imitative. They have adopted many of 
our own commercial ideas, and carry on 
mining, manufactureS and build their 
own steamships and railroad cars. The lo- 
comotives and railsareimported. Every 
important point in the country can now 
be reached by railroad. The Japanese are 
very jealous of foreigners and will al- 
low no outsider to obtain a foothold in 
their country for the purpose of engag- 
ing in business—and they are right. 
America for the Americans and Japan 
for the Japanese is my sentiment.”
